THE REMOVAL OF A TRADE LAND- 
MARK. 


THE removal of Brentano’s to their new 
store at the southeast corner of Fifth Avenue 
and Twenty-seventh Street, obliterates a land- 
mark on Union Square, in New York City, 
that for nearly thirty-seven years. enjoyed an 
international reputation. Established in that 
locality, in 1870, by its founder, August Bren- 
tano, the uncle of the present conductors of 
the business, the Brentano bookstore has ever 
since been’ identified with Union Square— 
first at No. 33, a few steps down from the 
sidewalk, next door to the Bank of the Me- 
tropolis, which in the same year—in 1870— 
commenced business at No. 31. Some years 
later the business was removed to larger quar- 
ters at No. 39, and when still larger space was 
required the business was removed to the 
site of the old Spingler House, at No. § 
Union Square. In January, 1892, when fire 
destroyed their store, and while the fire was 
still raging, the Brentano’s with characteristic 
energy established themselves in temporary 
quarters at 124-128 Fifth Avenue, under the 
Hotel Logerot. A year later they removed 
from this store to take temporary quarters at 
3t East Seventeenth Street, Union Square, 
North, pending the completion of the store at 
the northwest corner of Sixteenth Street and 
Broadway, known as 31 Union Square. In 
1901 they returned to No. 5 Union Square, 


the building erected on the site of the home 
from which they were driven by fire in 1892. 
During the years that the firm has been 
located on Union Square their store has been 
the Mecca for bibliophiles and the better class 
of the reading public. Even to many for- 
eigners Brentano’s Union Square store has 
been as familiar as to the native Knicker- 


bockers. There is scarcely a_ well-known 
character, American or European, in the 
last two generations, who has not fre- 


quented the Brentano bookstore wherever 
it has been located, and it is to be hoped that 
generations to come will follow it wherever 
it may go. Great statesmen, authors, actors, 
generals, singers and merchants have all 
flocked there, and in the cosy nooks of the 
store have chatted, smoked and told anecdotes. 
Edwin Booth, Artemas Ward, General Grant, 
Henry Ward Beecher, Charles Dickens, the 
Grand Duke Alexis, Wilkie Collins, William 
Black, William Cullen Bryant, William Wal- 
dorf Astor, E. P. Roe, Laura Keene, Sarah 
Bernhardt, Eleanore Duse, Daniel Drew, the 
Vanderbilts, the Genets—to mention but a 
few names—frequented the store either to 
buy or to chat with the founder and his suc- 
cessors. Dion Boucicault, on one of his visits 
to the old store, picked up the copy of “Col- 
leen Bawn” from which he drew the material 
for his famous play of the same name. The 
cipher code used in clearing up the Tilden- 
Hayes complication also was unearthed in 
their store. Incidents of this kind might be 
multiplied a thousand fold, only to accentuate 
the fact that the Brentano’s from the start 
have always aimed to keep their store fully 
equipped at all points. 

The watchword of the founder of the house, 
“Nothing is insignificant or unworthy of notice 
in business,” remains the motto of his succes- 
sors. It matters little whether the purchase 
be small or great, the buyer at Brentano’s is 
treated with promptness and uniform courtesy. 
It was a rule—indeed it amounted almost to a 
mania—with the elder Brentano, that a cus- 
tomer who purchased only a few cents’ worth 
should be treated with as distinguished con- 
sideration as were his best patrons. In ob- 
serving that rule lay much of the secret of the 
founder’s success, and the adherence to it has 
helped his successors in a great measure in 
building up the business to its splendid pro- 
portions and popularity not only in New 
York City but also in .Washington and in 
Paris, where Brentano’s is the favorite ren- 
dezvous of Americans and Englishmen travel- 
ling on the Continent. 
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THE OUTLOOK FROM A BOOKSEL- 
LER’S POINT OF VIEW. 


To the members of the American Booksellers’ Asso- 
ciation, 

WITH the opening up of the fall season 
trade takes on a better spirit, and everything 
points to a record-breaking year. The retail 
booktrade is in better shape than for many 
years past; in a great many cities and towns 
the retail price of $1.50 fiction has been ad- 
vanced from $1.08 to $1.18, and in some sec- 
tions to $1.20. There does not seem to be any 
tendency towards price-cutting, and the fall 
and winter of 1907-1908 should be the largest 
and most profitable season in the history of 
the booktrade,. 

The affairs of the American Booksellers’ 
Association are in good shape, and while 
there has been very little doing during the 
summer season, still all the details of the 
association have received careful attention at 
the hands of our manager, Miss Going, who 
reports that up to October 1 all the af- 
fairs of the office were in good shape. Our 
treasurer has been able to increase his bal- 
ance in bank, while some changes in our office 
have materially reduced our expenses. 

The secretary is in receipt of many letters 
from members, who, while they pay their 
dues promptly, and give the Association loyal 
support, do not seem satisfied with the results 
accomplished, and many ask, “What good is 
the Association doing us?” 

Now, we can only say to these members 
that the benefits secured by the American 
Publishers’ Association and the American 
Booksellers’ Association can be only arrived at 
by comparison. Every bookseller must ad- 
mit that there is a solidity about the booktrade 
to-day that did not exist five years ago. The 
trade organizations while not loud in protes- 
tations nevertheless stand ready to meet each 
emergency as it presents itself; they have 
stood for principle and fought for it, and the 
fight has heen long, bitter and expensive, but 
the conditions as they exist to-day have been 
brought about by the American Publishers’ 
Association and the American Booksellers’ 
Association working together for a common 
purpose. The booksellers of the country will 
have to figure it out for themselves whether 
or not it is worth what it costs. 

The American Publishers’ Association, op- 
erating tnder its new rules, is in far better 
shape to accomplish results than ever before; 
the recent decision in New York gives the in- 
dividual publisher the right to protect the 
price of copyrighted books, and a feeling of 
certainty and security now exists that was 
not enjoyed under old conditions. 

If the booksellers of the country will de- 
vote their attention to pushing protected 
books they will greatly aid and strengthen 
our position. The publications issued by the 
members of the American Publishers’ Asso- 
ciation are certainly entitled to the best con- 
sideration of every member of this Associa- 
tion. 

As I have already pointed out, the move- 
ment for a higher price on fiction has 
been successful in many cities, though I 


am sorry to admit that my home city, Pitts- 
burgh, is about the only large city in the 
country that is still selling fiction at $1.08. 
We have not been able to get together, and 
sO we continue to throw away Io cents a copy 
on all fiction sold; but we hope in the near 
future to “fix it up,” and join the ranks of 
those who are selling fiction at a profit.

BRENTANO’S NEW STORE. 


BrENTANO’S, on the 14th inst., definitely 
pulled up stakes at 5 Union Square, New 
York City, the spot fragrant with memories, 
having at last been obliged to follow the 
trend of business activity and buying which 
is directed uptown, and on that day opened 
their new store at the southeast corner of 
Fifth Avenue and Twenty-seventh Street. 
For months the decorators and carpenters 
were busily at work taking down the fixtures 
in the old store and setting them up in the 
new store, and as quickly as room was made 
for it the stock also was transferred, so that 
when the last shift was made it was done so 
deftly that overnight the old store was dis- 
mantled and the new store ready to welcome 
its many friends. 

It was a surprise to the many visitors on 
the opening day how complete the new store 
looked; not that to the practiced eye there 
were not many details still to be looked after 
—in fact the carpenter could not quite be 
hidden out of sight—but the whole effect was 
that of completeness, the master hand dom- 
inating every detail, and “bravo” and “well 
done” were liberally and deservedly bestowed. 
Among the visitors on the opening day were 
prominent representatives of the booktrade, 
art, literature and society. The first purchase 
recorded was that made by Mrs. George B. 
McClellan, the wife of the Mayor of Greater 
New York. 

The store has a front of 62 feet and a depth 
of 125 feet, which affords 95 feet of show 
window display, an entrance on Fifth Avenue, 
and room for shipping and entrance to the 
private offices on Twenty-seventh Street. Al- 
together the main floor and a bright, well- 
lighted basement will give upwards of 18,000 
square feet of floor space and well over 350 
feet of shelf-room. As one enters, the store, 
though smaller than the one just vacated, ap- 
pears considerably larger, or rather roomier. 
In the centre and on the right are the books, 
in cases ranged in three aisles and along the 
wall with a gallery that follows the shelv- 
ing along the wall to the rear of the store. To 
the right is the stationery department which, 
because it is one of the handsomest in the 
country, occupies a place of honor, so far as 
light and location is concerned. The rear of 
the store is nearly evenly divided between the 
rare book department on the left and the for- 
eign book department on the right with an 
entrance upon the corridor of the building. 
Both these departments are gems in their set 
ting and invite to browsing. 

The color scheme is red, black and old gold 
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—the floor being covered with a brick red 
matting, the fixtures black antique oak and the 
walls old gold—the chandeliers being made 
specially to harmonize with the furniture. 
The tables for the new books and those most 
in demand are narrower than tables are gen- 
erally made, and allow ample space between 
the counters and the shelves. 

The basement will be given up to the pe- 
riodical department and will also be used as 
a salesroom for books on special subjects, in 
order to allow those in search of such books 
plenty of leisure, away from the general bustle 
of the store, to make their selection. In time 
it is also expected to make an exhibit here 
of commercial stationery. In the basement 
there is also ample provision for the business 
offices and for storing and shipping of goods. 





G. & C. MERRIAM COMPANY TO 
CHANGE QUARTERS. 


G. & C. MerrtaAm Company, the publishers 
of Webster’s Dictionary in Springfield, Mass., 
have executed a lease by which they have 
secured for twenty years the entire east end 
or Broadway frontage of the eighth floor of 
the new building of the Phelps Publishing 
Company in Springfield, which will give 
them a plant of over 8000 square feet area, 
well lighted and suitable for their needs in 
every way. The building itself, being abso- 
lutely fireproof, will enable the Merriam Com- 
pany to dispense with vaults, and in spite of 
the fact that the plant will be on the top flcor 
of the new building, it will be accessible by 
elevators running from both the Broadway 
entrance and the main entrance on Worthing- 
ton Street. 

The firm of G. & C. Merriam, as the Spring- 
field Republican reminds its readers, “in- 
herited the gift of dictionary publishing from 
a parental organization, the E. Merriam Com- 
pany, which almost one hundred years ago 
had issued at least four editions of Perry’s 
dictionary. It was in 1831 that the brothers 
came to Springfield, and soon after opened a 
book printing plant and bookstore here. In 
1832 the firm became G. & C. Merriam. The 
business was located on State Street, near 
Main, and in 1835, when the building on the 
corner of State and Main Streets, so long 
known as the ‘Old Corner Bookstore,’ was 
erected they moved there. Soon after they 
bought the rights to Webster’s Dictionary 
from J. S. & C. Adams, of Amherst. In 1880, 
for the second time in sixty years, the com- 
pany’s plant was moved, although the dis- 
tance covered was hardly more than fifty 
yards. At that time the firm took the second 
floor of the Springfield Institution for Sav- 
ings building, directly opposite the old store. 
There they have remained until now. The 
lease being about to run out and the building 
to be remodelled, the company has taken a 
long lease of a part of the new Phelps Build- 
ing.” 

THE BOOKBINDERS’ AND PRESS- 

MEN’S STRIKES. 


THE strike in the binderies in Boston, New 
York, Philadelphia and in some of the West- 
ern cities is causing less trouble than was 





feared a couple of weeks ago. In Boston the 
conditions are perhaps less favorable than 
elsewhere, and some books will be late for 
shipment. In New York only a few men, com- 
paratively speaking, are out, more firms hav- 
ing acceded to the demands than the unions 
estimated before the strike began. In Chicago 
the strike is reported to be spreading, but 
chiefly among the blank-book manufacturers 
whose stock for the fall is well ahead of 
orders. 

The United Typothetz of America is trying 
through the State and Federal courts to ob- 
tain permanent injunctions restraining the In- 
ternational Printing Pressmen’s and Assist- 
ants’ Union from engaging in strikes or boy- 
cotts against members of the Typothete, in 
violation of the agreement made with the in- 
ternational officers of the union on January 8, 
1907. A test case came up on October 12, in 
Cincinnati, before Judge A. C. Thompson, of 
the District Court of the United States. At 
the conclusion of the arguments Judge 
Thompson announced that he wished a little 
more time to look up one or two points, and 
that he would give his decision later,

FAMOUS LONDON AUTHORS’ 
HOUSES. 

“How many readers of Thackeray,” asks 
the London Daily News “have passed down 
Young Street to the Kensington post-office 
and have been aware that in No. 11 those im- 
mortal works ‘Vanity Fair, ‘Esmond’ and 
‘Pendennis’ first saw the light? 

“Gower Street, again, is a somewhat monot- 
onous street of prosperous looking middle 
class houses. Few people know that in No. 
110 Charles Darwin wrote certainly not his 
‘Origin -of Species,’ but his famous work on 
‘Coral Reefs.’ Again, in 56 Great Queen 
Street, Boswell wrote a considerable portion 
of his famous ‘Life of Johnson.’ At 6 Frith 
Street, Soho, William Hazlitt during the last 
six months of his life wrote some of his most 
notable essays. 

“As for Charles Dickens, London teems 
with memories of that great novelist. At 
48 Doughty Street he began ‘Barnaby Rudge,’ 
finished ‘Pickwick’ and ‘Oliver Twist,’ and 
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wrote ‘Nicholas Nickleby.’ At 1 Devonshire 
‘Terrace he finished ‘Barnaby Rudge’ and 
‘Dombey and Son,’ and wrote ‘The Old 
‘Crriosity Shop,’ ‘Martin Chuzzlewit,’ “The 
Christmas Carol,’ ‘David Copperfield,’ “The 
“Cricket on the Hearth’ and ’The Haunted 
Man.’ At Tavistock House he wrote ‘Bleak 
House,’ ‘Little Dorrit’ and ‘The Tale of Two 
‘Cities.’ 

“Henry Fielding wrote ‘Tom Jones’ in a 
house on the site of the present Bow Street 
police station, and Smollett wrote ‘Humphrey 
Clinker’ and probably ‘Peregrine Pickle’ at 
Monmeuth House, Upper Cheyne Row. 
Richardson’s ‘Pamela,’ ‘Clarissa’ and ‘Grand- 
ison’ were written at The Grange, North 
Ind, Hammersmith, occupied for some time 
by Sir Edward Burne-Jones. 

“At 24 Cheyne Row the Sage of Chelsea, 
“Thomas Carlyle, wrote ‘The French Revolu- 
tion, ‘The Life of Frederick the Great,’ ‘Past 
-and Present,’ ‘Oliver Cromwell’s Letters and 
‘Speeches’ and ‘The Life of John Stirling.’ ” 





POST-CARD NOTES. 
POST-CARD RULINGS. 


A DECISION was handed down in the case of 
Hawley & Letzerich, of Galveston, holding 
‘that post-card albums are dutiable at 35 per 
‘cent ad valorem, and not at 25 per cent., as 
alleged by the importers. 

In a decision by General Appraiser Fischer, 
-of the Board of United States General Ap- 
praisers at New York, it was decided that 
‘post-cards ornamented with feathers are not 
‘to be deemed “lithographic prints” or “printed 
matter,” as those terms are used in the law, 
but must stand duty at the rate of 50 per cent. 
under the provision for “manufactured feath- 
ers.” It was found that the feathers on the 
-cards constitute the component of chief value. 

General Appraiser Fischer, in a decision 
written for the Board of United States Gen- 
eral Appraisers, denied a contention made by 
G. W. Morris, of Portland, Me., it being held 
that pest-card booklets are properly dutiable 
at 35 per cent. ad valorem as “manufactures 
-of paper,” and not at 25 per cent. as “printed 
matter,” as claimed by the importer. The 
booklets contain a series of printed views 
which fold tegether, so arranged as to fit in- 
side separate printed sheets of paper, and are 
all folded, pasted and fastened together. 

GROWTH OF THE SOUVENIR Carp Fap.—Be- 
tween seven and eight millions of souvenir 
post-cards made in Europe are brought into 
this port every week day, according toa state- 
ment made recently by a United States Cus- 
toms official. The importation of these cards 
‘has caused a great amount of additional work 
for the inspectors at the appraisers’ stores. If 
‘the fad continues to grow, the Government 
will be obliged to hire more help. 


THE post-card department of The American 
News Company is showing a large and varied 
line of Hallowe’en and Thanksgiving post- 
ards with appropriate designs and wording. 
There are pictures of people bobbing for ap- 
ples, pumpkin lanterns, turkeys, etc., all artis- 
‘tically colored and embossed. This depart- 





ment has now ready a new post-card catalog, 
with illustrations showing the many different 
lines published by the company, besides giving 
a lot of other information which will be 
found helpful in making selections and when 
sending in orders. 


“Not one dealer in twenty who sells post- 
cards,” says Walden’s Stationer, has any con- 
veniences for addressing or mailing them. 
Last week I bought three local view-cards to 
mail to some friends, and when I asked for 
pen and ink the stationer was obliged to take 
me to the rear of his store, where his desk was 
located. When the addressing was done, I 
asked for stamps, and the stationer had not 
a single one in the store. This lack of ac- 
commodation is rather aggravating, and does 
not stimulate sales. Now, why does not every 
seller of post-cardg have conveniently at 
hand a writing desk with plenty of pens and 
a good quality of ink? Over the desk should 
appear a sign stating that stamps can be se- 
cured of the proprietor or cashier, and that 
if it will be an accommodation the stationer 
will see that the cards are promptly mailed.” 


Tue CT Postal Monthly.—The following 
details in regard to the production of the CT 
Postal Monthly, furnished by the publishers, 
give a slight idea of the importance of the 
post-card industry: The Christmas number 
of the CT Postal Monthly contains sixty-four 
quarto pages and a cover which is photo- 
chromed in six colors, which required in 
printing 12,480 pounds of enamelled paper 
and 320 pounds of purple half-tone ink, im- 
ported from Europe. There are 1280 half-tone 
illustrations of post-cards, each one copied 
from the original itself. As the regular edi- 
tion of each design is 5000, this makes a total 
of 6,400,000 post-cards in stock. It took two 
weeks for six experienced compositors to set 
up all the reading matter and two high speed 
42 x 64 printing presses were kept running one 
week, each press printing 10,000 36 x 48 sheets 
of paper every day. After the sheets were 
printed they were taken to the bindery and 
there run through a large folding machine at 
the rate of 3000 sheets per hour. Being 
folded they were gathered, the cover added 
and the books wire-stitched, trimmed by two 
powerful 48-inch automatic cutting machines, 
went to the mailing department, were en- 
closed in addressed wrappers and mailed at 
the rate of 3000 per day—30,000 copies being 
mailed free to dealers throughout the United 
States and Canada. It required 100 U. S. 
mail bags to send them to the post-office. All 
the work was done by Curt Teich & Co. in 
their own factory. The CT Postal Monthly 
is a credit to its publishers, and for complete- 
ness of detail and thoroughness has hardly an 
equal. The cover design represents a girl de- 
positing a letter in a U. S. mail box; it was 
designed by one of their own artists, and lith- 
ographed in six colors from stones engraved 
and lithographed by their own men. It il- 
lustrates in a very vivid manner the high 
class work which the firm is renowned for.

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OBITUARY NOTES. 


Joun Epwarps, well known through his 
connection as buyer for several department 
stores, died at the New York Hospital on 
October 4. It is believed that Edwards took 
an overdose of morphine. 

LepyArp Birt, founder of the Bill Pub- 
lishing Company of New York City, died 
on October 6, at Worcester, Mass. Mr. Bill 
was born in Ledyard, Conn., in 1836. At 
the outbreak of the war between the States 
he was one of the organizers of a Union 
League Club in Louisville, the first at that 
time in the United States, but on account of 
his strong pro-Union sentiments he was 
forced to leave Louisville hurriedly, coming 
to New York City in 1862. Here he founded 
the Bill Publishing Company, but after 
amassing a fortune he retired on account of 
poor health, and removed to Paxton, Mass., 


in 1874. 


Tue Rev. WitttAm H. Krncssury, who for 
upwards of twenty years kept “Ye Olde Book 
Store” on Crown Street, New Haven, Conn., 


died on the 5th inst, at Ozone Park, N. Y. 
Mr. Kingsbury was born March 18, 1833, in 
Jamaica, Vt. He entered Brown University 
at the age of nineteen, and later was graduated 
from Bangor Theological Seminary. He pre- 
pared to be a missionary, and the greatest 
disappointment of his life was that he was 
obliged, on account of his health, to give up 
this as well as, after some years, his preach- 
ing, 
Haven with a dozen books, which in time 
grew into one of the largest second-hand 
bookstores in Connecticut. Always zealous 
in his Master’s service, always eager with a 
quick and sincere sympathy to help others, he 
took a keen interest in the lives of those 
about him and greatly endeared himself to all 
who knew him. His trust in his fellow men, 
however, did not materially aid him when he 
met with reverses and was obliged, a short 
time before his death, to relinquish his busi- 
ness almost destitute. However, there will be 
many students of Yale and residents of New 
Haven who will cherish with tenderness the 
memory of the gentle old man among the 
dusty volumes of his quaint old shops on 
Center and then on Crown Streets, a perfect 
peer of the old-time bookseller and book-
